Whether Edward H. Harriman actually ‘e

Outside of stock market and financial oon- 
siderations the chief points of interest and 
speculation are the future plans of Mf. Har- 
rimen and the final disposition of the Brie. 
If the Harriman. forces gain control of the 
road, with its main trunk line connedtting 
New York and Chicago, the eastern outlet 
for the Union Pacific system is complete 
and @ great transcontinental line practically 
is established. K 

The roads which will form the system and 
their territory are the Drie, between the At- 
lantic seaboard and Chicago; the IMinols 
Central, from Chicago to Omaha, and con- 
necting with the main line of the Southern, 
Pacific at New Orleans, and the Union Pecific 
and Southern Pace from Omaha to San 
Franciaco, the Pacific seaboard terminal. 

System an Enormous One. 

The mileage owned and controlled by the 
Erie at the close of 1906 was 2,488 miles. The 
trunk line, the parent line, is from Jersey 
City to Chicago, 998 miles. The road was in- 
corporated in November, 1895, in New York 
state and on Dec. 1 it succeeded to the prop- 
erties of the old New York, Lake Erie and 
Western railroad, sold. under foreclosure. 
The authorised capital was $217,000,000. 
The total bonded debt as of June 30, 1906, was 
$170, 798,400. 2 

The second span of the system would be the 
Illinois Central braneh between Chicago and 
Council Bluffs, Ia., and Omaha. The system 
has a mileage of 4.450 miles and an author- 
ized and — capital of 3108. 040, 000. 
The total bonded debt on June 80, 1906, was 
$128,660,27%5. The company was incorporated 
in Illinois in 1850 and under the terms of the 
charter the road pays the state 7 per cent of 
its gross earnings in lieu of all taxes. The 
Union Pacific end Harriman interests con- 
trol about 30 per ont of the stock of the In- 
nols Central.

The Union Pacific and Southern

the main Harriman lines, completed the great 
coast to coast systeth. The total mileage op- 
erated in June, 1906, was 6,460 miles. The 
compeny was incorporated in 1807 under act 
of the Utah legislature as successor under 
the plan of reorganization dated Oct. 8 
1885, to the properties of the Union Pacific 
Railway company.

ARTIST SLAPS A REPORTER,

New York, April &—[Special.})—Ferdinand

RETIRED BROKER TAKESHIS LIFE 


Lorenzo D. Knesland Shoots Himself as 
Result of Despondency Over 
Tliness. . 


Lorenzo D. Kneeland, 52 years old, a re- 
tired broker, kified himself yesterday morn- 
ing at his home, 49382 Lake avenue. 

He arose in the morning, shortly after 6 
o'clock, and went into the library, and, 
while apparently waiting for breakfast, 
picked up a newspaper. He retntered his 
room shortly after 7 o'clock, and a few min- 
utes later his wife and servant heard the 
sound of a pistol shot. They ran to the 
room, where they found Mr. Kneeland lying 
on the floor. Blood flowed from a wound in 
his head. A revolver lay by his side. Doc- 
tors were summoned, but could give no aid. 
as death probably had been instantaneous. 

An inquest was held in the afternoon, re- 
sulting in ea verdict of “ suicide while tempo- 
rarily insane.“ 

Enters Brokerage Business. 

Mr. Kneeland had lived in Chicago thirty 
years. Twelve years ago he went to Mil- 
waukee as the representative of Raymond, 


Pynchon & Co. of New York. Returning to 


Chicago two years later, he organized the 
firm of Kneeland, Clement & Curtis, which 
did a successful business on the board of 
trade and on the stock exchange. Mu Knee- 
land sold his certificate of membership on 
the board of trade Jan. 9, 1906. He 
chased it Sept. 10, 1907, and sold it Feb. 19. 

Two years ago Mr. Kneeland was attacked 
by heart disease. A year ago last June he 
retired from active business, and the present 
firm of Clement, Curtis & Co. was formed. 
A severe attack of his ailment nine months 
ago appeared to shatter his health com- 
pletely. 

Invests in Gold Mines. 

Following his withdrawal from the firm 
Mr. Kneeland invested in western gold 
mines. These holdings he retained until his 
death. He carried a heavy life insurance.’ 

Mr. Kneeland was a member of the Chicago 
club, the Union League club, and the Chi- 
cago Athletic association. Only his widow, 
a sister of Gen. George M. Moulton, sur- 
vives him. 

The funeral will be held at 2:30 tomorrow 
afternoon. It will be private. The burial 
will be at Oakwoods cemetery.

Under its t status it means that if 
the state of Ulinois is not entitled to collect 
taxes on the $100,000 capital stock of the 
Imperial Building company, which obtained 
a charter of 1 from the secretary 
of state on Sept. 10, 1884, this corporation 
is not entitled to collect thousands of dol- 
lars as rent from the old open board of trade. 

The county will help towards the collection

Jury Falters Over Verdict. 


‘This complication arose through the efforts 
of Assistant County Attorney Louis J. Behan 
to collect $328.65 taxes assessed against the 
concern for the year of 1906 by the state 
board of equalization. Attorney B. McWill- 
jams defended the suit. The history of the 
concern was considered and after two hours’ 
deliberation the jury decided the defendant 
was not liable to taxation on its capital 
stock. 

That the jury faltered is indicated by two 
extraordinary questions asked in the form 
of notes. The first was:

The ua val appropriation bill as reported

of the young in patriotism. It was the 
encouraging beginning of what should 
prove to be a notable movement. In this 
movement THe Trinune is greatly inter- 
ested, and towards its success it offers a 
suggestion. 

The greatest patriotic society in the 
United States is the Grand Army of the 
Republic. In its membership are the men 
who made the most heroic chapter in the 
history of our country.

The clearing house certificates issued | jok 


in New York City during the recent panic 
were based on securities which had been 
passed on by the loan committee of the 
clearing house. For obvious reasons the 
committee accepted only such securities 
as it considered absolutely safe. It took 
no chances, for to have done so might 
have entailed a heavy pecuniary loss. 
What were the securities which the 
committee considered a safe basis for the 


money in settling the daily balances of the 
banks? The collateral. that was passed 
on favorably had a total value of $453,- 
000,000 and of that $330,000,000 was com- 
mercial paper. The remainder was made 
up of stocks, bonds, and short term. notes 
of corporations. So it appears that even 
in New York City, where the banks are 
such large holders of bonds, they were not 
so well provided with them as with com- 
mercial paper. Of the bonds they did 
hold and deposit many were not of the 
kind specified in the Aldrich bill as a 
basis for currency. . 

Since cautious, conservative bankers 
have so high an opinion of the soundness 
of commercial paper and do not hesitate 
to depend on it as the basis of an emer- 
gency currency between banks, why should 
congress hesitate about making it the 
basis of an ney currency to be 16 
sued by the banks for the use of the pub- 
He? The banks were well secured in one 
case and the public would be in the other. 
The Aldrich bill should be amended by 
the inclusion of commercial paper. Then 
it would answer its purpose much more 
effectually than it would if the securities 
used were as limited as they are by the 
bill as it now reads.

PASS THIS LAW. 


The president’s recommendation for a 
law to penalize the publication of -sedi- 
tious matter should be acted upon prompt- 
ly.

Only the extreme and dangerous abuse of 
that right is aimed at. 

A federal statute prohibiting inflam-

The terms of such a statute 
Should be strict and unambiguous. . They 
should avoid fatal generalities. which 
would be pretty certain to bring the law 
within the ptohibition of the first amend- 
ment, but they ‘should provide within ton- 
stitutional limits for all powers incident 
to its effectual enforcement.

Lord Wemyss is still a striking looking 
man, who formerly bore a most extraor-

In fact, the name Lord Elcho, by ‘which 
he then was known, alwars will be identified 
with the history of the volunteer army of 
Great Britajn. 

When transferred by the death of his father 
to the house of lords, he brought to the gilded 
chamber an atmosphere of breeziness to 
which it was unaccustomed, and introduced 
there an element of pugnacity and general 
aggressiveness, and may be said to have: 
capped the climax when, on a notable occa- 
sion, in perorating on the volunteer ques- 
tion, he, in one of his finest periods, brought 
down his right arm and hand in a denun- 
ciatory sweep full on the hat of the then 
prince of Wales, now King Edward, who, as 
usual with the members of both houses of 
parliament, was sitting with his high silk 
hat on his head in the cross benches just 
in front of him. The hat, badly damaged 
and flattened, was Knocked dewn upon the 
heir appaxent's nose, to his intense aston- 
ishment, % being probably the first time 
in his life that he had been thus bonneted.

Wealthy Socialist Who | Figured in New 
York Demonstration of Unemployed 
Thrown from His Horse. 


Stamford, Conn., Apri! 9.—[Special. }—Rob- 
the milllenaire gocialist, who 
figured conspicuously in the demonstration 
of New York’s unemployed that led to the 
recent bomb tbrowing In Union square was 
thrown from his saddle horse near his home 
in Noroton, Conn., this afternoen and se- 
verely injured.

Will Not Reduce Steel Prices. 


Concerning the talk of a possible reduc- 
tion in the price of steel, E. H. Gary, chair- 
man of the United States Steel corporation, 
gave out a statement yesterday in which he 
said in part: 

From all the tnformation at hand, I do 

not hesitate to say that no reductions in the 
prevailing prices of steel are contemplated. 
Certainly that is our position. Of course 
prices may be increased or decreased at any 
time if there is good reason. If any such 
reason can be given for changing prices, the 
question will be promptly considered on its 
merits. The steel manufacturers are in close 
and friendly imtercourse and propose to 
continue these relations. If the question 
of reducing or increasing prices shall be 
raised at any time during the net few 
‘months there will be deliberate and orderly 
consideration.”
